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Saints, and4he Spirit of Ch m your own'confſci- ' 
ences,then ye are'to ſuffer whatſocver,it it be death 
it ſelf rather then to obey and ſubmit to the doing 
of that which is contrary to 4good conſcience, this 
hath ever been our Principle and Practife fince we 
were a People, agreeing with the practiſe of the 
holy Prophets, Apoſtles and Martyrs 1m all ages,who 
rather did ſutfer grievous appcaivng and perſecu- 
tions, then to obey any command of men in power, 
by doing any thing contrary to the teſtimony ofthe 
Spirit of God in their own particulars; let us all be

have the example'of Saints atidSeriptures prbof for 
this our practiſe oF meeting together. 

2. We have our own experience for this diverſe 
years, how that the Spiritof the Lord hath moved 
our hearts to aflemble together, and 'the preſetice 
and pawer of the Lord: Jeſas Chriſt hath been a- 
mong(t us, and we have taſted of the goodnefſe and 
love of the Lord, being ſo met together, how often 
hath the Lord met with usand his countenance ſhi. 
ned upon us, and_our. ſouls have been refreſhed, 
ftrengthned and comforted in this praQtiſe of meet- 
ing together; theſe things are true,and may confirm 
us in this practiſe of ' meeting together, and 'to be 
faithful tothe end.

world evenin one Spirit,and inthe Name andiPow- 
er of Jeſus hope yeare all like-minded herein,ahd 
that theſpirit ef Chriſt perſwades your Confcien-. 
cesin the Truth of that praQife, therefore be *faith- 
ful unto God herein, and fin not againſt 'the' teftij- 
mony of Scriptures and example of the firſt Chrifti-" 
ans, nor againſt your own experience, yor again(t 
the admonitions of the” Servants of the Lord, who 
are the firſt fruits unto God ſince the Apoſtacy; and.

and alſo we have the expreffe command of Chriſt 

and of the &poſtle James farbiding all ſwearing by 
Heaven and Earth and all other Oaths,which bears 

witnefle to the truth of our refuſing to ſwear at this 

day; likewife we have the Teſtimony of many holy 

Martyrs and Prophets (ince the Apoſtles dares, who 

denicd to ſivear vii any wiſe, -who ſuffered for fuck 

their Teſtimony. - All which evidences may-juſtly 

confirm'the hearts of Gods people at this day taith- 

fully to hold oor their Teltimonie of refuſtng to 

ſwear atall, ſ-eirig we have a cloud of witneſles 

thit-teſtifie with us, the expreſFcommand of Chrilt 

and th& Apoſtle ; the Teſtiryonie of diverſe 'holie' 
men in diverſe ages, who ſuffered for th&-ſame, and 

the preſent perſwaſions of the-Spirit of Chriſtin 

our own hearts 5 Att which are ſufficievt to give 

courage and boldneſs under all ſufferings'and af- 

flictionsthat we may meet witha!l, for'-refuling to 
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Well Friends, be IG. OE in theſe and all 
other things which. God hath given you: light and 
knowledge in, and Ido wara all to keepa clear 
conſcience , and not to fin. againſt the. light. and 
knowledge that God hath given you, either by de- 
nying to profeſſe and practiſe that truth which the 

' Lord hath perſwaded your hearts of, or by confor- 
ming. to any thing which ye, know is not of the 
truth, and this is the way of eternal peace withGod,; 
but if any ſhall through the temptations of the ad- 
verſarie, and for the. Jove and fear of this world de- 

ny the Lord, and renounce good conſcience and be 
unfaithfal,ſuch muſt bear the burthen of the Lords 
anger becauſe of their back-{lidings and revoltings 
from the waies of God. True itis, this isa day of 
great trial,yet the Lord is ſtrong and gives ſtrength 
unto all his people that wait.upon'him. 

And let us be mindful what our-controverſie is, 
and with whom, this day our controverlie is for the 
Lord and bis truth, todo faithfully and ſuffer pati- 
cntly whatſoever the will of the Lord 1sunto us, & 
not to renounce and deny the exerciſe of our. pure 
canſciences in thoſe things that God hath: perſwa- 
ded our hearts of the truth of; For if anythis day, 
ſhould be untaithful, either by doing what they 
{hould not,or leaving undone what,they know they 
ſhould dg 3 1f any deny-the Lord and: his truth,and 
conform tothe falſe waies & worſhips of men, ſach 
loſes the-.controverſie, and gives the cauſe:of God 
into.the hand of your cnemies,which is a fearful a- 
bomination, and the controverkie is with rhat ſpirit 
which oppoſeth us in theſethings which we. kyew 
are of the Lord. It is, with-that ſpirit that we muſt 
contend, contendI ſay by the ſpirit of the Father, 
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in long-ſuffering and -partence and good will to- 
wards all men, and not with the weapons of this 
World in envie to any, even withthat fpirit which 
doth oppoſe our meeting together to worſhip God, 
and would impoſe Oaths & things upon'us contra- 
ryto ourConſciences;And theſe things are the main 
matters of controverſie this day,which the ſpirit of 
C hrift.in-us muſt oppote, being impoſed on us by 
the ſpirit of the world: So all-Friends.are to mind 
to be faithtul to the ſpirit of Chriſt and its perſwa- 
ſions, and againſt that ſpirit which is not of hi'mz for 
the oppoſition is between the two'ſpirits, and none 
muſt fay thethings requiredtoi/be forborn or to be' 
doge are but ſmall mattersin themſelves, . and may 
be done or not done without offence, ' this (kind of 
reaſoning may be dangerous; and may eaſily divert 
from the obedience of Chrilt; for we are not to look 
ſamuch-atthe'things in|themſelves. which: ure: re- 
quired to-bedone or'to be forborny asat the fpirit 
which doth, impoſe upon us in fuch caſes againſt 
pure'conſcience,ifrhe ſpirit be not of God wei muſt 
nat obey it10-rhe leaſt rhings;; for thisis indeed the 
matter of conſcience;not fomuchiparticularthings 
or actions, asthe ſpirit thar:isnot of God; whete it 
requiresthings againſt good conſcience, for what- 
foever that ſpirir requireth, be it little or much in 
reſpe@ of the action. tmalt not be abeyed: and that 
for conſcience ſake, for:this/is a. govd confeience 
that cannot do nor conform tv'any thing which the 
ſpirit that is not of God enjoyneth, though there- 
fore ſuffering be infliged on the outward man. And 
laſt of all, I'do adviſe:and exhort-thart ye- have love 
and unity inthe ſpiric of the Lord and one with ah- 
other, that onenefs of heart and foul and fpirir my 
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naut of the Father, even willing to do or ſuffer one 
for another, and in'this ſpirit of unity the Lord will 


bleſle us, and make us ſtrong and-able:to go thorow. 


joyfully all our atfi&ions; but if any ſtrite or divill. 
on bein the bodie; it weakens the whole, if one 
member vex another through diſcord, this is not of 
the Father but contrary to. him, this1s not-for the 


ſatetie of the body; but bruiſes it and woundeth it, 


and may more athiCt the ſoul of the righteous then 
all outward enemies, and ſtrife and contention ari- 


ſing out of our own bowels, may ſooner work an 0+. 
verthrowthen all-the -oppolitions that can come: 


from men. - Qh thereforeasa Brother to ſome, and 
as a Father to many. and asa Servant to all, let me 
entreat and beſeech that ye follow thoſe .things 
which makes for peace, that ye love one. another as 
Chriſt has loved you, and that ye be ike 'minded-in 
all: things, even one as'the Father and the: Son are 
one, and ſo hall the bleſſings of the Lord never de- 
pait from: you; For dear Friends, the Lord hath 
never been wanting: unto us, but alwaies near at 
band to fill us withihis riches and treaſure; and are 
not we Veſlelsof honour, 1s not his Name: in our 
fore-heads, are nct we the flock of his fold?
